advises consumers to consider these points 
when shopping:

Unit pricing gives you the price per single 
unit, such as price per pound or quart. 
Unit pricing labels appear on the shelf 
underneath the product or right on the 
packages of meat and bakery items. 


3.Size of the package, brand or product 


name and the price you'll pay for that 
particular package all appear on the 
label. 


. The bigaest size package isn't always the 


best buy. Use the information on the 
label to compare prices of different size 
packages. 


. Use of unit-pricing labels may be one of 


the best ways to extend your buying 
power. 


. Compare store brands with national 


brands through the use of unit- 


pricing labels. 


. Unit pricing can be used to compare dif- 


ferent packages on the same product. 
(For example, a small box of laundry 
detergent with .the larger "economy 
size".) 
Unit pricing can also be used to com- 
pare different brands of the same pro- 
ducts (for example Brand “A” detergent 
vs. Brand "B").

effort to ‘get the most value for your money.
